VALE  ERIC  H.  MANCY 

Eric  Mancy  died  in  Sydney  on  Friday, 
February  2,  aged  59  and  members  of 
Tattersall's  Club  will  share  the  sadness 
at  the  loss  of  a  valued  member  whose 
interests  in  anything  to  do  with 
the  country  of  Australia,  from  the 
Dandenongs  to  Broome,  made  him  one 
of  Australia's  greats. 

Pride  was  also  mixed  with  sadness  as 
we  read  in  the  Australia-wide  Country 
Life  newspaper  a  four-column  spread 
headed  “A  GREAT  MAN  IN  HIS  OWN 
RIGHT". 

He  was  immediate  past  president  of 
the  Rural  Youth  Organisation  of  N.S.W. 

Eric  had  been  ill  in  hospital  for  about 
five  weeks,  and  he  was  unable  to  attend 
the  recent  State  Council  meeting  of  the 
Rural  Youth  Organisation  of  N.S.W.  at 
which  it  was  moved  that  he  be  pre¬ 
sented  with  an  honorary  life  member¬ 
ship  of  the  organisation. 

This  was  in  recognition  of  the  work 
that  he  had  done  during  his  association 
with  the  Rural  Youth  Movement  in 
N.S.W.,  not  only  in  his  two  years  as 
president,  but  in  the  years  before  that. 

Eric  first  joined  Ampol  in  1940,  and 
was  appointed  to  the  Country  Market¬ 
ing  Division  in  the  Tamworth  area,  con¬ 
tinuing  this  work  through  all  States  of 
Australia. 

Following  this  he  was  appointed  head 
of  the  North  Queensland  branch  office 
of  Ampol  at  Townsville,  the  first  branch 
in  the  north  of  that  State. 

Then  in  1959  he  was  appointed 
Country  Manager  of  Australia  for  Ampol. 

Eric  was  also  closely  associated  with 
the  Sydney  Sheep  Show  and  with  the 
Country  Women's  Association. 

In  a  recent  article  in  Country  Life  the 
Editor  said  that  Eric  Mancy  deserved 
a  place  in  the  history  of  Rural  Youth 
and  that  there  was  only  one  word  that 
described  him  and  that  was  dynamic. 

The  Committee  and  members  extend 
our  sympathy  to  his  wife  and  two 
daughters,  Margaret  and  Roslyn.

Allan  Black  and  others  in  the  Tatter- 
sail's  Club  Golf  Club  discovered  that  the 
Lynwood  Park  estate  at  Sackville  was 
to  be  sold  and  drove  the  40  miles  from 
Sydney  to  inspect  the  area. 

They  found  an  ideal  site  for  a  country 
club,  with  a  main  homestead  only  erect¬ 
ed  in  1962  ready  for  accommodation 
extensions  when  they  were  required. 

Already  there  are  broad  sweeping 
lawns,  a  winch-equipped  boat  ramp, 
a  jetty,  a  modern  swimming  pool  attach¬ 
ed  to  the  homestead,  a  picnic  area  for 
barbecues  and,  of  course,  ample  water- 
skiing  facilities. 

With  a  glint  in  their  eyes,  the  golfers 
predicted  an  easily-constructed,  top- 
quality,  nine-hole  course  which  could 
be  expanded  to  18  holes.  This,  together 
with  the  following  amenities,  would  per¬ 
mit  members  to  participate  in  their 
favourite  pastime,  whilst  keeping  the 
family  group  together. 


Golf,  Bowls,  Boating,  Water  Skiing, 
Swimming,  Tennis,  Riding,  Billiards, 
Card  Parties  are  available. 

The  idyllic  surrounds  of  Lynwood  Park 
provide  immediate  facilities  for  family 
or  company-owned  caravans  and  the 
homestead  could  be  used  for  meals, 
toilets,  showers  and  entertainment. 


MEETING  ON  CLUB 
PROPOSAL 

Members  are  invited  to  attend 
the  Sportsman’s  Room  in  the  Club 
at  6.15  p.m.  on  Monday,  March 
25,  to  discuss  the  proposal  to  ac¬ 
quire  Lynwood,  Sackville  for  a 
country  club. 

The  Lynwood  Country  Club  pro¬ 
position  is  planned  to  cater  for  a 
wide  range  of  year-round  recreat¬ 
ional  activities  with  strong  stress 
on  family  group  participation  for 
all  interested  club  members. 


Allan  Black,  who  went  to  inspect 
Lynwood  Park  as  a  sceptic  and  returned 
an  enthusiast,  says:  "The  project  of  a 
country  club  at  Sackville  is  exciting  and 
the  potential  for  such  a  club  at  Lynwood 
is  boundless." 


Allan  sees  Lynwood's  biggest  attract¬ 
ion  as  its  availability  for  daily  or  week¬ 
end  visits  or  longer  family  holidays  at 
a  far  more  reasonable  cost  than  motels, 
hotels  or  guest  houses. 

And  Sackville  is  within  commuting 
distance  of  Sydney,  barely  40  miles 
distance  from  the  G.P.O. 

The  ultimate  intention  is  to  make  the 
whole  of  the  proposed  country  club  area 
exclusive  to  members,  but  there  is  im¬ 
mediate  available  revenue  from  the  out¬ 
side  public  who  are  already  requesting 
leases  from  the  present  owner  for  water- 
ski  clubs  on  the  Hawkesbury  River 
frontage  of  3,600  feet. 

Lynwood  Park  homestead  with  its 
extensive  lounges  and  terraces  overlook¬ 
ing  the  river  provides  views  of  the  entire 
property  and  would  be  the  centre  of  the 
site  development. 

Changing  rooms,  septic  toilets,  show¬ 
ers  and  games  rooms  are  on  the  lower 
level  of  the  two  storey  homestead. 

Lynwood  also  boasts  complete  fenc¬ 
ing,  a  second  cottage,  more  than  three 
acres  of  tree-studded  lawn  within  the 
fenced  house  paddock,  machinery  and 
shedding,  pumping  equipment,  power 
supply  and  a  pressurised  filtered  water 
system. 

All  in  all,  the  proposal  will  establish 
means  by  which  members’  family  recre¬ 
ation  can  be  centralised  in  easily- 
accessible  surroundings. 
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THE  MIGHTY  MOLLISON 


Fame  was  well-earned  when  the 
Victorian  Racing  Club  named  a  race  at 
Flemington  in  February  the  Mollison 
Stakes.  Mollison  won  every  one  of  the 
seven  races  he  started  in  as  a  two- 
year-old  in  Melbourne  and  Sydney,  and 
as  a  four  year  old  he  once  downed 
Phar  Lap  in  a  weight-for  age  race  at 
Randwick. 

Mollison  had  a  colourful  career  and 
was  one  of  the  speediest  gallopers  of 
his  time,  but  he  failed  to  fulfil  stable 
hopes  that  he  would  stay  well  enough 
to  become  a  Derby  hope.  However,  he 
had  plenty  of  other  attributes,  and  that's 
why  his  record  earned  him  the  claim  to 
fame  which  put  his  name  on  the  race- 
book  40  years  after  his  turf  career  had 
waxed  and  waned. 

Mollison  is  perhaps  the  only  Austra¬ 
lian  champion  bought  as  a  foal.  He  was 
by  Seremond  from  Molly's  Robe,  a  crack 
speedster  who  won  Brisbane  Classics 
and,  taken  to  Melbourne,  landed  the 
Oakleigh  Plate  at  Caulfield  as  a  three- 
year-old  in  1920.  A  Brisbane  Pressman, 
Ikey  Austin,  persuaded  Victorian  wool 
magnate,  E.  M.  Pearce,  to  come  up  and 
see  their  son  long  before  he  was  a  year 
old.  He  was  bought  on  sight  for  2000gns 
and  after  being  broken  in  was  taken  to 
Melbourne  to  be  trained  by  Fred 
Foulsham,  a  prominent  Caulfield  men¬ 
tor. 

Mollison  won  all  the  classic  two-year- 
olds  including  the  Maribyrnong  Plate 
with  a  101b  penalty  and  the  Sires'  Pro¬ 
duce  Stakes  with  141b  extra.  Such 
penalties  have  been  long  abolished.  At 
three  years  his  101b  penalty  for  the 
Futurity  increased  his  weight  to  9.3,  but 
he  won. 

As  an  early  four  year  old  he  was  sent 
out  favourite  for  the  1928  Tattersall's 
Club's  Chelmsford  Stakes  weight-for-age 
with  9.4.  He  had  it  well  won  a  furlong 
from  home,  but  along  came  a  lanky 
chestnut  three-year-old  carrying  7.6.  He 
was  ridden  by  an  inexperienced  youth 
named  J.  Brown  who  could  get  little  out 
of  him  but  the  youngster,  of  his  own 
volition,  battled  on  to  within  a  half 
length  of  Mollison  as  they  reached  the 
winning  post.  I  was  sitting  next  to  Mr. 
Pearce  on  the  top  deck  of  the  public 
stand  to  see  the  race  and  turned  to 
congratulate  him.  He  said,  simply,  "But 
I  was  lucky  and  I'll  never  beat  HIM 
again.” 

It  was  Phar  Lap,  who  went  on  to  suc¬ 
cess  in  the  Rosehill  Guineas  and  the 
two  Derbies  and  a  little  later  a  sequence 
of  15  triumphs. 

In  days  when  prizemoney  was  infinit¬ 
esimal  compared  with  today  Mollison 
aggregated  for  his  12}  wins  $61,658  in 
stakes  and  his  $34,686  as  a  two-year- 
old  remained  as  an  Australian  record 


for  more  than  30  years  until  Tulloch 
caught  and  passed  his  total. 

Ikey  Austin,  who  recommended  Moll- 
ison's  purchase  as  a  foal,  later  settled 
in  Melbourne  as  the  manager  for  Mr. 
E.  M.  Pearce's  racing  string  while  Fred 
Foulsham  remained  as  trainer.  Ikey 
Austin  was  a  colourful  character  and  a 
likeable  companion.  He  was  Racing 
Editor  of  the  Brisbane  Courier  Mail,  later 
a  publican  and  Mayor  of  a  suburban 
Council  and  was  probably  the  only 
known  case  of  a  city  mayor  to  become 
boss  of  a  racing  team. 

But  Tattersall’s  Club  has  a  later  case 
of  a  member  who  held  mayoral  office 
whilst  training  a  team  of  racehorses  at 
Randwick.  This  is  the  venerable  Neil 
McKenna,  who  has  been  a  Club  member 
for  46  years. 

Neil  was  an  alderman  of  Waterloo 
Council  for  six  years  and  twice  during 
that  period  wore  the  mayoral  robe.  Mr. 
McKenna  had  a  wonderful  record  on  the 
Turf.  At  Byrick  82  years  ago,  he  rode 
three  winners,  a  second  and  a  third  from 
his  first  five  mounts  as  a  jockey.  Before 
he  handed  in  his  trainer's  licence  to  the 
A.J.C.  about  eight  years  ago  he  had  1000 
winners  as  rider  and  trainer.  This  res¬ 
ignation  from  such  an  active  and  honor¬ 
able  association  with  the  Turf  was 
received  with  regret  by  the  Committee 
of  the  A.J.C. 

Neil  tells  with  a  chuckle  that  he  never 
lodged  a  protest  in  a  race — and  he  shot 
in  many  in  his  time — without  getting 
the  Steward’s  verdict. 

This  was  largely  perhaps  because  he 
had  a  deep  knowledge  of  the  rules, 
better  than  any  of  the  Stewards  of  the 
day,  and  was  the  best  "bush  lawyer"  the 
Turf  ever  knew. 


These  factors  enabled  him  to  gain  an 
incredible  success  in  two  cases  when, 
after  finishing  only  third,  he  put  in  pro¬ 
tests  which  ultimately  gained  him  the 
winning  prize!! 


Neil  McKenna,  retired  jockey  and 
horse-trainer,  has  been  a  member  of  Tat- 
tersall's  Club  for  nearly  half  a  century. 
He  still  takes  a  keen  interest  in  Club 
affairs  and  has  a  son  Alf  who  carries  on 
an  extensive  Randwick  stable.
